Nothing can give you this joy, nor can anyone take 
it away from you.

They had left Anne Foye, Lila 
Mahan and Alice Herkenham visiting Lanvin on the Rue St. Honore and the Rue 
de la Paix, for they were interested in the latest fashions. 

We all wanted to go sight seeing, so on to the tower we went. From there we 
had a wonderful view of Paris, especially the view of the bridges across the Seine; 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame on the Isle de la Cité: the dome of the Invalid which 
shone like gold in the sunshine, and the Sacre Coeur resembling a marble palace. 
As we were walking around the tower we met Marie Dessell, Rose Scheffer, Josephine 
Ortiz and Stella Brady. After exchanging many greetings we decided to lunch at 
the chalet on the isle of the Bois de Boulogne. 

On our way we passed the beautiful Place de la Concorde, driving through the 
Champs Elysee past the Arch de Triumph and out to the Bois. Others whom we 
knew had decided to lunch there also, for when we stepped into the boat to be rowed 
across to the isle we could hear familiar voices and a very familiar laugh—here was 
Anne Foye with several of her girls—Marjorie Blair, Sophie Johnson, Marian 
Schilling, Dorothy Jewell, Mabel Crowe and Ethel Evans. It was a merry group 
the two chattering French boys rowed to the isle that day. 
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As we landed, not at all quietly, we were looking everywhere at once, and soon 
saw Elsie Chandler, Doris Robinson, Elizabeth Rock and Joy Waldorf calmly eating 
under the beautiful chestnut trees. They heard us and looking up to see what new 
group of tourists were disturbing their calm, recognized us and their frowns turned 
to smiles, as they waved for us to join them; then followed a time of excitement until 
the gesticulating garcon had us all seated and cared for. It was a real reunion and 
we had great fun—all talking at once. 

Later, we walked around the lake to see the cascades. Coming toward us were 
Ruth Gustafson and Ethel Cope, very much excited as a result of having seen the 
celebrated Long Champs races. They asked us if we had been to the Louvre to see 
the much talked of picture of Mona Lisa and the statue of Venus de Milo. As 
most of us had already seen them we decided to stop at the Petite Palais to see 
Corot’s paintings that had been brought from England, Belgium and France for a 
special exhibition. 

Some of us had planned to go the opera to see the ballet that evening, so we 
bade farewell to the others who were leaving Paris, some to go to London and others 
to the South of France. While we were admiring the beauty of the interior of the 
Opera House and looking for anyone whom we might know, we discovered that 
Mary Jordan and Cornelia Erskine were sitting just a little in front of us and to the 
right of us sat Mrs. Kammerer and Grace Coulter. During the intermission, 
promenading in the mirrored salon we came upon Claribel Osborne and Stella 
Dickson, talking to Harriet Oster and Katherine Sullivan, who had arrived in Paris 
that day from the Chateau region. 

The following day it became necessary to go to the American Express Company 
to have money exchanged. The franc had dropped in value and was still dropping. 
Many people were walking and waiting for the time when they could get the franc 
for five cents. We soon saw a familiar face here and there in the crowd. It was 
impossible to get to them, but we could see Hope McDade, Lyda Fiske, Hazel Man- 
ning and Eunice Glenn, waiting their turn at the window. On the way upstairs we 
ran right into Ethel Eldridge, Mona Taylor, Alfretta Wilson and Mabel Connolly, 
who had just gotten their mail. We found that their plans coincided with ours for 
we were all going to London that afternoon by aeroplane, leaving Paris from Le 
Bourget, where Lindy made his triumphant landing. 

Just as if they knew we were coming, Wilma Wallace, Delna Rasor, Selma Lee, 
and Emma Lifbom were there to greet us when we arrived at Croydon. We then 
motored into London and made arrangements to meet the next morning at Madame 
Tussau to see the much talked of wax figures. Unfortunately, some of the best 
figures had been destroyed by fire a few years ago. 

In the afternoon we visited the National Gallery, latter going to Westminster 
Abbey. Here we met Marie Colombo, Katherine Schilling and Inez Southern, who 
joined us in our walk past the Houses of Parliament and along the Thames, leaving 
us at the Savoy Hotel. 

Some English friends had called while we were out and had left us tickets for 
the concert at Covent Garden; this concert was being given for the benefit of the 
Children’s Hospital. We were thrilled, for we anticipated seeing some of the royalty. 
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We had not more than seated ourselves when a hand was placed on my arm and 
turning I saw Peggy Porter Gwinn and Charlotte MacIntyre, who had just come 
from Scotland. Great was my surprise, and at intermission we had a busy time 
exchanging questions about many of our old S. F. H. friends. They joined us the 
next day when we went by boat on the Thames, passing through the locks to Hamp- 
ton Court, the beautiful old historical garden, and again the following day when 
we motored to Stratford on Avon, Shakespeare’s birthplace. In a quaint little 
country tea shop we met Teresa Lee and Lois Gray, who were on a walking tour of 
England. They had seen Mary de Canha and Verna Mitchell in a motor car going 
toward London. 

We had arranged to go by boat to Spain the next day. Arriving at the station 
the next morning to take the boat train to Tillbury dock, where we were to start 
on our Mediterranean trip, we discovered a large group of S. F. H. girls, who were 
going on the same steamer to Gibraltar. They were Marcella Leonard, Leona True, 
Ellen Johnson, Dorothy Ovens, Clara Menchen and Margaret Popplewell. The 
memories of that Mediterranean cruise will remain in our hearts forever. It is the 
place where sea and sky meet. We had all read about the Master of the Mediter- 
tanean—the Rock of Gibraltar—and as we neared the shore we were on the look- 
out for this Ancient’s Pillar of Hercules. It was most impressing in its greatness. 
Our friends left us here for they were going into Spain. We were much interested 
in the activities in the harbor and soon the new passengers came on board. Having 
met friends in all places of travel we were on the alert for any that might be taking 
this ship, and were not disappointed, for there were a few; first came Matrona 
Kobanchenco, then Kathryn Maier and Marie Melikov. Later they told us that 
they had visited Madrid and had lost their hearts to the toreadors. In Madrid 
they had left Mary Levesque and Laura Patenaude with a touring group on their 
way to France. 

The blue skies and perfect weather, along with life on board ship, made time 
fly and we reached Genoa, Italy, only too soon. Here we saw the three girls off 
on the ship going to Naples. We went to Milan by train to see Lionardo da 
Vinci’s masterpiece, The Last Supper, at the old monastery; the Milan Cathedral, 
the Duomo, constructed entirely of white marble and considered the finest edifice in 
Italy. While in Milan we also went to the Scala theater. This theater is con- 
sidered one of the most noted opera houses and many artists have made their debuts 
there. 

From Milan we went by train to Venice, arriving at night. A gondola took 
us from the station to our hotel, the Royal Danieli, once a Doge’s Palace. During 
the short ride to the Royal Danieli we knew that we could not remain indoors with 
such glorious moonlight lighting the canal, and the lure of distant music tempting us. 
As soon as we possibly could we were in the gondola again, letting our gondolier be 
our guide. We glided along, through the Grand Canal to the Lagoon, listening to 
the enchanting music and feeling that fairyland had come true. 

During the day we visited many interesting places, but in the evening we sut- 
rendered ourselves to the enjoyment of this lovely and romantic fairyland. On 
our first day we visited St. Mark’s Cathedral, which is famous for its 500 marble 
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columns and its rich mosaics. During the many hours we spent at St. Marks we saw 
many friends, who were also becoming much attached to the beautiful city of Venice. 
We were very busy one day admiring the mosaics when Rachel Sohl, and Lulu 
Manuell decided to do the same thing. They, too, had sauntered in and out of the 
cathedral and had watched the pigeons as they were being fed. There was always 
a crowd around the pigeons. One day we saw Lynnette Watt and Katherine Frank 
in the crowd. Another day we saw Catherine Richardson and Pauline Jasmann. 
You may be sure that they were surprised to see us. As we had a most enticing 
invitation to dine that evening at the Florans we did not have much time to talk 
with them. The Florans has the reputation of having been open day and night for 
hundreds of years. After dinner we were again in our gondola. 

The next day we visited the Doge’s Palace, which is now used fot governmental 
purposes. From there we saw the famous Bridge of Sighs. As children we had 
heard of this bridge many times and had a great deal of curiosity about it. It was 
with much regret that we left our fairyland on our way to Pisa. 

In Pisa we saw the Leaning Tower, the famous Campanile, a round marble 
belfry, 179 feet in height. We also saw the black and white marble cathedral built in 
eleventh century Tuscan style. Clara Dudley and Frances Clink seemed as 
interested in this structure as we, for they did not see us until we were right next to 
them. We found that they were on their way to Venice, so we gave them our 
idea of how to see that city to the greatest advantage. We were on our way to 
Florence, one of Italy’s finest cities. We had often said that if we were ever in Flor- 
ence we would pay homage to the great poet, Elizabeth Barrett Browning, by placing 
flowers on her very unpretentious grave. So as soon as we atrived we went directly 
to the English cemetery and found the little mound under which were the remains 
of so talented and beloved an authoress. We thought of all the solace and com- 
fort that she had left behind her in the beauty of her work, and we were grateful 
that we should have had the privilege of reading her wonderful books. 

We visited the Pitti Palace to see one of Rafael’s masterpieces, the Madonna 
in the Chair. Ruth Mihan and Cecelia Keenan were gazing in rapture at the 
Madonna when we arrived. They had become detached from their group and 
were roaming around the palace. We crossed the bridge over the Arno river and 
to the Uffize Gallery. Alice Rode and Rachel Mays were also crossing the bridge. 
They joined us when we told them that we intended looking up some of the famous 
and beautiful pictures we had heard so much about. Among these we saw Botti- 
celli’s Crowned Madonna. It far surpassed our expectations and we filled our souls 
with its beauty. We had much too short a time in Florence and regretted that we 
had to leave so soon, but arrangements had been made to go by train to Rome the 
next morning. However, we were looking forward with much anticipation to seeing 
Michael Angelo’s painting, The Last Judgment, in the Vatican. We went to the 
Vatican on the day after our arrival and saw this great painting; also the Resurrec- 
tion by Perugino, and many of Rafael’s pictures. This particular hall was of much 
interest, for it is there that the Cardinals sit in session and elect the Pope. Just 
as we were leaving this historical and ecclesiastical room we saw Coralee O’Donnell 
and Carrie Swedenborg enter. 
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We had heard that the seven Rafael tapestries were on display only one hour 
each day, so we made inquiries and found that we were just in time to see them. 
Nora Lane, Mary Clarke and Bertha Starrett were also inquiring about these 
tapestries, and we asked them to come with us for we had just been given directions. 
They were most amazed to see us and had much to tell us about Rome. We saw 
the exquisite tapestries and then went on from one gallery to another where Rafael 
spent so many days painting portraits and designing other ornaments for the church. 
We decided to meet the next day and go to St. Peters to hear the Sistine Choir. 
Margaret McKenna had come to Rome with Bertha Starrett so she, too, joined us at 
St. Peters. We felt that never before had we heard such singing. It stirred our 
innermost being and made us think of celestial things. 

Later we motored on the Appian Way from Rome to the coast. Tombs of 
many Roman warriors of ancient times draw the curious along this Way. We bid 
our friends adieu that evening in Rome and left the next day for Naples and 
Pompeii. Mt. Vesuvius was the attraction here, for our interest in this monster, 
which had devastated the surrounding country so many times, was very keen. In 
Naples after meeting Helene Simenauer, we took a boat to the Capri Island where 
we saw the unusual Blue Grotto. A boat went right into the grotto and here it 
seemed that the whole world was blue. The island is covered with remains of 
antiquity, including the ruins of the Villa of Tiberius, the Roman Emperor. 

And now we had completed our European trip. There were numerous and 
wonderful places left unseen, but we felt that fate had been kind in permitting us to 
see all that we had seen. Also, we were getting just a little homesick for our own deat 
country. Our voyage home was very happy and seemed much too short. Charlotte 
Powell, Teresa Barton, Mary B. Rocke, Ruth Engelking, Margaret Dewhurst and 
Italia Belvedere furnished us delightful companionship on the way back. As we 
drew near our own beloved land we were all out on deck to get a good look at Her 
Majesty, The Statue of Liberty. To us she was as beautiful, and as wonderful. as 
all the things we had seen in Europe. She seemed to say “Welcome home, my 
children,” and we paid the greatest homage to her and our flag. 

After spending two weeks in New York we left by aeroplane for San Fran- 
cisco. Many of the S. F. H. girls had reached home a short time previously and 
were at Mills field to. meet us when we arrived. It was like a big reunion and now 
we are discussing having a real reunion of all S. F. H. graduates at the Nurses’ 
Home in September, 1928.

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HISTORY OF SANSERANCISCO HOSPITAL 


ITUATED on gently sloping ground in the region of the city known 
as the warm belt of the Mission, stands the San Francisco Hospital. 
The buildings are designed on the ensemble plan, the Italian 
Renaissance style of architecture prevailing, with the main walls in 
rich colored brick with terra cotta trimmings. 

In reviewing the events which culminated in the building of 
the present hospital, we find that the original San Francisco Hos- 
pital was built in 1872, being a three story wooden structure occupy- 
ing the site of the present hospital. As the needs arose, increased 
additions were made, until an area of over one square city block 

was covered. After the great fire of 1906, the hospital which had been used for the 
care of the sufferers of the bubonic plague, was condemned as unsanitary and later 
was burned. The functioning 
unit of the hospital was then 
accommodated in the newly con- 
structed Relief Home. The ne- 
cessity for a new hospital was 
now urgent so by means of a 
two million dollar bond issue, 
voted for in June, 1906, and 
with the aid of subsequent do- 
nations, making a total of three 
and one-half million dollars, 
the present location of the hos- 
pital was purchased, and con- 
struction of the new edifice was 
commenced the same year. 








GENERAL HospPITAL 
Mission EMERGENCY 


The year 1915 witnessed the " 
completion of the hospital as it 
stands today. It covers an area 
of two square city blocks. The 
main hospital is constructed in 
such a manner that each of the 
four wings of the building have 
a direct connection with each 
other, and with a main admin- 
istration office by means of a 
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patients and is individually 
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equipped with a treatment room, linen room, diet kitchen with dining room attached, 
and a large solarium. This main hospital has a capacity for six hundred patients. 

Located at the north end of the hospital is the receiving building which serves 
the manifold purpose of receiving patients entering the hospital; for use as an 
emergency hospital; for treatment of minor cases. Pre-natal and post-natal work is 
also carried on in this department. 

On the second floor of the admission building the surgery is located. It is 
accessible to the surgical wards, and also all cases from the five out-lying emergency 
hospitals are easily conveyed here. 

At the south end of the hospital is the Nurses’ Home. This home is a three 
story brick structure with every modern convenience to make home life of the student 
nurses comfortable. The grounds surrounding are attractive with lawns and gardens. 

In considering the comple- 
mentary buildings of the 
hospital the tuberculosis de- 
partment is the largest. It has 
a capacity of three hundred 
and fifty patients. Outdoor 
sleeping porches form a part of 
each ward. During the past 
year a children’s tuberculosis 
department has been added 
where the children have plenty 
of fresh air and sunlight, ar- 
ranged for by means of large 
sun porches. The grounds 2

Two new members have been added to the Hospital Staff, Doctor Sato Hall 
taking Dr. Linde’s place, and Dr. Ash taking Dr. Harrington’s place, who is now 
taking over a practice in Santa Cruz. 

Doctors Wesley Scott and Aubrey Rawlins, prominent members of the resident 
staff, have established respective offices in the Fitzhugh Building. We wish them 
success. 

A dinner was given by the Board of Health to the Hospital employees in honor 
of Dr. Keenan, the new member of the Board of Health, on the roof garden of the 
Hotel Whitcomb, October 4th, 1927. One hundred and one employees of the hos- 
pital attended the get-together dinner, and all voted that it was a great event. 

Miss McKinney, together with the recent appointee of the Board of Education, 
Miss Janet McDevitt, take care of the studies of all children confined to the hospital 
of school age. Miss McKinney teaches the children in the Main Hospital and 
Isolation, while Miss McDevitt teaches those in the Tuberculosis Hospital. Classes 
are held daily 9 to 11 a.m. except Saturday and Sunday. 

February first a luncheon was given in honor of Dr. Leon M. Wilbor, newly 
appointed Superintendent of the San Francisco Hospital. Dr. Wm. C. Hassler, 
Health Officer, was host at the luncheon which was held in the special dining room 
of the hospital. Many prominent doctors of San Francisco were speakers at the affair. 

Funds are being raised through the medium of lunch sales in the Nurses’ Home 
to send representatives to the Student Day at the Convention, which is to be held at 
Riverside, June 25-30, 1928. 

During the past few months we have been entertained on the second Tuesday 
evening of each month by speakers from different parts of the world. Among the 
many interesting speakers was Mr. Tappan of China, who told us of the Missionary 
work that is being done there. Another speaker, which we all enjoyed, was Miss 
Nelson, R.N., of Persia. She told us of her many interesting experiences and showed 
us many different souvenirs and Persian charms that she brought with her. She 
dressed in Persian costume for the occasion. 

A group of nurses attended the Easter Services held on Mt. Davidson, Easter 
morning. The scene on the mount, among the trees, created by the thousands of 
people watching the sun rise and participating in the service, was most picturesque 
and inspiring. 
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A special appropriation made possible the organization, on December, 1927, of 
an Out Patient Obstetrical Department. This department is in its infancy, but we 
feel it is a beginning to public health work. 

There was a student session in connection with the State Convention in Oakland 
May 6th, 1927. Some eighty enthusiastic student nurses representing twenty-six 
schools of nursing gave unusually interesting talks before an audience of several 
hundred graduate nurses. Miss Pickering honored them by giving a brief talk on the 
advantage of the organization for student nurses. Many schools sent annuals and 
posters which were exhibited at the Convention. The prize, a gavel, was presented 
to the delegates from Mary’s Help Hospital, whose students were responsible for 
the winning poster. This gavel was a gift from the Student Body of the San Francisco 
Hospital. At the close of the program we went into executive session, unanimously 
voting for a permanent organization following a plan presented by Gladys Schas, a 
former student of the San Francisco Hospital. The eighty delegates in attendance 
signed the constitution as charter members of the organization, electing the following 
officers: President, Lucina Sorola, San Francisco Hospital; First Vice President, Miss 
Dowlin, Seaside Hospital; Second Vice President, Ann Zechokke, Stanford Hospital; 
Secretary, Dorothy Sturgeon, Highland Hospital, and Treasurer, Mrs. Flynn, Uni- 
versity of California Hospital. 

A meeting of the California Association for Student Nurses was held at the 
San Francisco Hospital Nurses’ Home February 17, 1928. The meeting was con- 
ducted by the President, Miss Sorola, who explained the meaning and purpose of 
the organization, which was previously not clearly understood by many of the student 
nurses. There were about a hundred students present at the meeting, the majority 
being from the Franklin Hospital. These students show the right spirit and coopera- 
tion of the student nurses. This is necessary in every school if this organization is 
to be successful. Officers for the ensuing term were nominated and elected as fol- 
lows: Chairman, Miss Tollman, St. Francis Hospital; Vice Chairman, Miss Perry, 
Franklin Hospital; Secretary and Treasurer, Miss Sizer, Franklin Hospital. The 
time and place of meeting of the Association was brought up by Miss Tollman, who 
thought that having the meeting at the different hospitals would encourage the 
attendance of a larger number of girls from that particular school who might not 
otherwise be able to attend. The next meeting was scheduled to be held at one of the 
hospitals across the Bay. Membership and dues were discussed. Coffee and dough- 
nuts were served after the meeting. 

A pageant was given in honor of Delano week under the auspices of the Northern 
Branch of the California League of Nursing Education March 12, 1928, at the 
Stanford School of Nursing Auditorium to encourage enrollment in the American 
Red Cross Nursing Service. One of the interesting features of the program was 
the German folk songs, sung by Mrs. Loevy, Miss Sattler and Miss Schmitten who 
were dressed in peasant costume.
